POTATO-GROWING. 
———_¢——_—— 


FIELL TRIALS IN COUNTY LOUTH. 
A large gathering of farmers and as 
buyers attended at Willville, Carlingford, Co. 
Louth, on the 8th inst, to inspect the merits of 
the numerous varieties of potatoes included in 
the trials conducted there by the Department of 
Agriculture during the present year. 

Willville is in the “ Cooley ” district, which is 
famous as a potato growing centre, but its 
supremacy in this direction has of late years 
been threatened by the appearance of the 
dreaded black scab disease, to the attack .of 
which the “* Up-to-date ' potato—formerly the 
mainstay of Cooley farmers—is particularly sus- 
ceptible. , 

hen Black Scab first made its unwelcome 
appearance in Counties Down and Louth, 
rowers were obliged to discard the “ Up-to- 
ate’’. and other susceptibles, and to. turn 
to varieties immune from the disease. The most 
suitable immune substitute at that time was the 
“- Lochar,”” which is a heavy cropper and a good 
keeper, but has not become popular in home or 
British markets. ~The trials conducted of late 
years by the Department in Ireland and by the 
English and Scottish authorities have estab- 
lished the immunity to Black Scab of many 
other good varieties. 

The Department's triels this year comprised 
over 50 varieties, and, except in some early 
sorts, which suffered from drought during May 
and June, the crops “were all extremely good. 

For early use, the old variety, “ Edzell Blue,” 
was fully equal to anything yet on the market. 
A small quantity of the new variety, “ Dun- 
vegan,” introduced by Messrs. Sutton and Sons, 
Reading, was very favourably, commented on. 
Mr. Davidson, Department’s Inspector, under 
whose supervision the trials were conducted, 
stated that ' Dunvegan” was one of the 
earliest varieties on the market, was very pro- 
mising, and might be tried on a small scale 
by any grower wanting early potatoes and will- 
ing to pay a little extra for , m 

y Poe second early varieties, “ Great Scot,” 
and “ Arran Comrade” are still the most out- 
standing. A new variety, ' Crusader,” must 
be ranked as a second early. It is very pro- 
mising and may well prove of value for general 
cultivation. 

The main crop varieties were far the most 
interesting to t present, as the trade in 
North Louth is practically confined to maincrop 
varieties. The outstanding variety in the trials 
was the new immune “ Rhoderick Dhu.” It 
produces a strong vigorous haulm and a large 
number of excellent tubers of good shape with 
shallow eyes, and merchants present considered 
that it would be a a oped variety on the cross- 
Channel markets. This variety is certainly well 
worthy of a trial. “ Majestic,” a comparatively 
new immune variety, showed to great advan- 
tage, but it was pointed out that this variety 
is very liable to “ miss," even when whole seed 
is planted. “Tinwald Perfection,” - another 
immune variety suitable for export, gave an 
exceptionally fine crop, but if grown under poor 
conditions the tubers are apt to be small. 

Two acres of ‘ Tinwald Perfection,” three 
acres of ' Lochar,” and one quarter acre “ Cru- 
sader” growing in the same field were greatly 
admired, and judging by the produce of some of 
the plants dug for demonstration, it was 
thought probable that the yield would approx» 
mate to twenty tons per statute acre. 

The trials were conducted on the farm of 
Mr. 8. ‘Bothwell, Willville, Co. Louth, on land 
kindly let by him to the Department for the 
purpose. Mr. Bothwell is a keen potato grower, 
and has crops of his own entered under a potato 
rowing competition organised by the Co. Louth 
Committee of Agriculture. 

Mr. J. P. Kearney, Co. C., a prominent potato 
merchant, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Davidson, the Department's representative, said 
he considered the demonstration served a most 
useful purpose, and that every farmer in the 
district should see the plots. Mr. William 
Cotter, head of the firm of William Cotter and 
Co., potato merchants, Dublin, seconded, and 
said that it was a great pleasure to see the 
excellent crops of so many different varieties.

LAND LEGISLATION DESIRED. 


A meeting of the Evicted Tenants’ and 
Land Settlement Association was held in the 
offices, 104 Middle Abbey street, Dublin—Mr.

OFFENCES AGAINST PROPERTY. 


The Recorder's Court for the County of the 
City of Belfast was opened yesterday by Judge 
Thompson, K.C. 

His Honour informed the Grand Jury that 
there were 34 bills to-go before them concerned 
with fifty-five prisoners. There were two bills 
for assaulting girls, one attempted suicide, one 
bigamy, twelve breaking and entering, two in- 
decent assault, nine larceny and receiving, three 
malicious damage, three robbery, and one for 
wounding. Compared with previous years, the 
Court was small in point of number of bills. 
Last year at the same court there were 46 bills 
with 45 prisoners; in 1920 130 bills with 167 pri- 
sonera, and in 1919 36 bills with 34 prisoners. 
They would observe that the great bulk of the 
Lills dealt with the crime of theft—there were 
12 breaking and entering, and nine larceny and 
receiving, m 21 out of the total of 53. 
That went to show that advantage was still 
being taken of the disturbed state of affairs 
to carry out offences against property.

EVIDENCE AT THE 
INQUEST.

CORONER AND A STATE 
OF SLAUGHTER.

At the adjourned inquest yesterday at St. 
Michael’s Hospital, Kingstown, on the bodies of 


Leo Murray, Charlemont avenue, own, 
and Charles J. Murphy, Dean's Grange, who 


were shot dead during military operations at | 


Stillorgan on the 12th ult., the jury returned 
& unanimous verdict that these men met their 
deaths at the hands of: national military in the 
discharge of their duty. 

The jury desired that Mr, Bohane, the gate- 
keeper, be released from prison, and tendered 
their deepest sympathy with the relatives of 
Murray and Murphy. 

Dr. MacDermott stated that Murphy’s body 
had an entrance bullet, wound in the left side. 
The spleen, stomach and left ventricle of the 
heart had been penetrated. Death was practi- 
cally instantaneous, In Leo Murray’s case he 
found a bullet wound in the head above and 
behind the right ear. It passed through the 
brain and came out on the left side. There 
was a second wound at the back of the left 
thigh. 

In reply to Mr.'J. Comyn, who, with Mr. 
M. Comyn, K.C., appeared for the next-of-kin, 
Dr. MacDermott said that it was probable that 
Murray was in a lying position when wounded 
in the thigh. Death was instantaneous. 

Dr. Hardy, house surgeon, who gave corro- 
borative evidence, said that he could not say 
what position Murray was in when shot. 

. Murray, mother of L. J. Murray, said 
that C.1.D. men, whom she could identify, 
raided her house on the Wednesday previous 
to her son’s death and told her that they would 
riddie her son and make her a present of his 
dead body. They came to her house in on 
Friday, and were about to beat her little 
daughter when the witness arrived on the scene. 

rs. Mary Reamsbottom stated that she saw 
the men come in lorries to Mrs. Murphy’s house. 
On that day a daughter of the witness was shot 
The witness described the room 


in leg. 
in which the men were killed. 


Mr. Walter Webster, Newpark Lodge, said 
that the cottage whore the men were killed 
was a gate | to his residence. Military 
called at his house that night, and the officer 
asked him if he was aware that his men had 
been fired on from the witness’s lodge, that one 
of them was wounded, that there were two 
men dead on his premises. He went with the 
milit to the | and saw the two young 
men with their backs turned to him. The officer 
asked him if either of them was his groom, and 
he replied that he had never seen them before. 
In the next room he saw two dead men. He 
saw that one was a fair haired boy who was 
lying on the floor. He had only his shirt on. 
He told the officer that he was not his man. 
The other body was resting on a bed. It was 
then about 4 o’clock in the morning. The whole 
house was very much upset. There were bullet 
marks between the beds on the wall opposite 
the door, but not directly opposite the door. 

In reply to Mr. Sealy, K.C., who, with Mr. 
C. Power (instructed by Mr, Noyk), appeared 
f6r the military authorities, the witness said 
that these men had no right to be in his cot- 
tage. Witness saw some ammunition there— 
some live and some empty cartridges. The 
officer also showed him a bomb which, he said, 
was found jn the house. 

There wb a statement made the last day 
that one of these bodies was found naked in an 
open field? I read that in the paper. I was 
not here the last day. 

Did you find any marks which would suggest 
that a body had been found in the field? I 
walked all round the lawn ‘and could find no 
marks or trace of a struggle. i 


STATEMENT BY COUNSEL. 


Mr. Sealy said that Murphy was an escaped 
prisoner and a body of national troops, who 
went to arrest him, were fired on. They re- 
turned the fire and these men were killed. 

Mr. Comyn asked would Mr. Sealy produce 
the officer who was in charge of the military 
on that occasion. 

Mr. Sealy said that the officer was willing to 
give evidence, but the authorities would not 
allow it, but if it was absolutely necessary they 
would do so at a future date, when all the dis- 
turbances were over. They would then produce 
this man, but it was not possible to do so now, 
as he was on active service. There was an 
official report made which was on the Govern- 
ment files and he would produce a copy of it. 

Mr. Comyn said that he would accept it if the 
man who made it were produced for cross- 
examination. 

James Nolan, gardener, 19} years of age, said 
that he was sleeping in Newpark Lodge on the 
night of the shooting, and was in bed beside 
Leo Murray. He was a soldier of the I.R.A. 
and was proud of it. It was the bed nearest 
the road, and Andrew O'Neill was undressing to 
lie on the stretcher. Charles Murphy was 
sitting on the other bed dressed. There were 
four of them present. Witness could not say 
what time he went asleep, but he was partly 
wakened by something like shots, and at the 
sa .e time Leo Murray shook him and told him 
the military were outside and were getting in. 
Murray mentioned something about “ shooting 
himself or they would shoot him.” Murray then 
took a gun up, and there was terrific firing, 
which seemed to come from outside, Murray 
had nothing but his shirt on, and the room was 
in pitch darkness. “I heard one shot that 
may have been in the room,” continued witness, 
“ and almost at. the same time there were a lot 
of shots outside.” When the firing had ceased 
for a while Murray fell down, and I was about 
to get up when Charles Murphy staggered in. 
and fell. I said, “ Rodney, are you hit?” and I 
then heard a rush into the kitchen and shouts 
of “Hands up!” The military came in, and 
one caught me by the throat, and they asked 
me who were the two men who had been shot. 

Mr. Comyn—Were the two men shot in the 
room before anybody entered it? ' 

Witness—There was no one in the room when 
Murray was shot. He did not know if there 
was anybody in the kitchen when Murphy was 
shot. When the officer released witness he saw 
& man in uniform talking to O'Neill, who was 
holding his side. He appeared to have been 
wounded. Witness did not know what had struck 
O'Neill. He then saw military taking up the 
arms that were in the room, and they brought 
O'Neill and himself out to the kitchen. It 
was then getting to daylight. Witness was then 
placed face to the wall and searched. The 
pocket-book and money were taken from his 
pockets. 

“ I wag told,” he added, “ to say my prayers, 
as I was going to be shot. Then I was told to 
turn around, when Mr. Webster came in with 
the military. They asked Mr, Webster if I was 
the man, and he said ‘No’ and I gaid * No.’ 
Mr. Webster then went out. Bohane was sleep- 
ing in the lodge further down the road. There 
were only four of us in the cottage. Two of us 
are dead, one was wounded, I am a 
prisoner.” 

To Mr, Sealy—He knew that Murphy was a 

risoner in Mountjoy and had escaped from 

teevens’s ae , where he was a patient, 
and the other three who were in the lodge were 
what were called irregulars, but they were 
members of the I.R.A. There were arms in the 
house that = 

Mr. Sealy—Did the four men get arms in the 
house that night? 

Witness—I refuse to answer that question, 

Why do you refuse to answer that question? 
I think it ie my duty as a soldier of the 1.R.A. 
to decline to answer such questions. 

There were arma in the house when you went 
there? Yes, 

There was a bomb there? I saw the military 
i hy bomb, but I don’t know where they 
got 1 

Did you see any bomb in the room before the 
military came? I don’t know, 

Witness added that there were empty 
cartri in the room. He verified a statement 
which he had made to the military that '' Leo 
Murray awoke him to say that the military 
were outside, and he asked me for his gun, and 
I tried to avoid him getting his gun, as he said 
he was going to shoot himself, but he got it 
himeelf. I saw him rise the gun and fire. Then 
there were a few more ots, and Charles 
Murphy staggered into the room. Just then the 
military walked in and placed O'Neill and I 
under arrest.’’ Murray had been a staff captain 
in the Army. oe a he added, was not doing 
se but they ed upon him as being 
in ° 

, recalled, in reply to Mr. Comyn, 
said in his opinion the wound in Murray’s 
head could not have been self-inflicted.

Mona a a little girl, sister of Charles 
Murphy, said that on the Wednesday night 
before her brother's death some men came to 
her mother’s house in lorries. They asked her 
where Rodney Murphy, Leo Murray, and his 
brother were. They said that when they got 
Rodney and Leo they would wish they had 
never been born. They threatened to beat her 
if she did not tell them where the men were. 
They were about to heat her, when her mother 
came up. The witness said that she knew some 
of the men were from Orie: House, and some 


Thomas Bohane, who was in custody and was 
brought there at Mr. Comyn’s request, said that 
on the night of the shooting he was ye in 
a house about 100 yards away. He met four 


‘men coming up the road, and they asked him 


did he mind letting them have a sleep. He 
ave them the key of the lodge to get in. 
ne of the men had a revolver. The witness 
had no arms or ammunition of any sort in his 
house that night. He knew the men by appear- 
ance. 

To Mr. Comyn—I did not know that the men 
were “on the run.” The two men who were 
there in custody were two oí the men that he 
met that night. He did not know anything 
about the shooting until the military surrounded 
the place where, he was staying. They took 
him to the lodge, and he saw two men, one 
of whom was sittin down. They then placed 
him in a tender, and brought him to Portobello 
Barracks. 


MYSTERIOUS SUGGESTIONS. 


Mr. Sealy said that on the last day there 
were mysterious suggestions made about naked 
bodies being found in a field and of a trial and 
condemnation. All these things had me as 
entirely. Nothing of that sort occu o 
was evident that there was fighting going on 
between the national troops and these men, who 
called themselves irregulars. There were four 
irregulars armed in this room, and with 
bom in the room, when a body of 
national troops were sent out to arrest them. 
Firing took place between the two bodies, and 
in the shooting these two irregulars were killed. 
These national troops were there in the execu- 
tion of their duty. The authorities regretted 
that these two men were killed, but the 
troops had to suppress this trouble, and some- 
body must be killed, and people had been killed 
on h sides. The prisoner, Nolan, had told 
them that he heard a number of shots, and 
apparently thought that one was fired in the 
room. He made no charge that the irregulars 
had been treated by the troops improperly. 
Neither of the prisoners had made any su - 
tion against the troops. As a matter of fact, 
one of the national troops was shot during the 


firing. 
STATEMENT FOR NEXT-OF-KIN. 


Mr. Comyn said that he would like to peint 
out that on the night of the shooting there 
were four members of the Irish Republican 
Army in this cottage. One of them, Leo 
Murray, had been a captain in the National 
Army, and deserted from them, and this man 
was killed on that night. The other man, 
Charles Joachim Murphy had been a prisoner 
in Mountjoy, and it was alleged that had 
escaped and broken his , but the main 
fact was that the man who had deserted from 
the Free State forces, and the man who was 
alleged to have broken his parole—these were 
the men who were killed that night, and the 
other two men were not. Mr, Sealy had com- 
mefited on the fact that there were statements 
made by his learned leader about a trial and 
condemnation. His (Mr. .Comyn’s) learned 
leader was just taking the statement that had 
been sent by the authorities to the police, and 
read out by the Coroner when sat the case. 
On that statement, he asked : Was not his learned 
friend right when he said that the evidence did 
point to a trial and condemnation P y 
would remember that in that report, made by 
the authorities, the statement was made that 
the men had been found dead in the grounds of 
Mr. Webster’s house, and one of the men was 
lying naked in the grounds. He mentioned this 
to show that his learned leader was right. They 
could see that his learned colleague and he were 
groping in the dark, as all the evidence was in 
the hands of Mr. Sealy. Suggestions had been 
made by Mr. Sealy that four armed men with 
bombs were in the cottage that night. 3 

Mr. Sealy—You cannot state the evidence 
incorrectly. One of the prisoners said that 
they were armed, and he had actually men- 
tioned that he would not give the names of the 
men who had the arms. 

Mr. Comyn, continuing, said that there was 
no evidence to show that there were bombs. 
Neither was there any evidence to show there 
were arms, other than that of the coachman, 
Bohane, who told them that he saw a revolver 
with one of the men, whom he did not know by 


name. 
I suggest,” proceeded Mr. Comyn, “ that what 
was in the minds of the men who su 

the house on that night was—that it was better 
that Rooney, Murphy and Leo Murphy should 
not leave the place alive.” He ref 

to the evidence given by Nolan and 
O'Neill, and said that the jury must remember 
they were men on the run, and did not know 
where they were going to get their next night’s 
sleep. They were confused, and did not know 
what had occurred. He (Mr, Comyn) merely 
mentioned this. In conclusion, he grin 
that the jury should bring in a verdict of wilful 
murder against the persons who fired these 
shots. He submitted that the men who killed 
the two men were the men in uniform who sur- 
rounded the house that night.

JOHN OSBORNE DEAD. 


The death from heart failure occurred at Brecon- 
gill, Middieham, Yorkshire, on Sunday, of John 
Howe Osborne, the one-time famous jockey, and 
trainer, at the age of 89. Osborne had attended 
Morning Service at Coversham Church, and was 
out feeding his dogs and poultry when he suddenly 
expired. 

Osborne was born at Bretby, Derbyshire, on 
January 7, 1833, the son of a Middleham trainer. 
and when a lad of 13 had his first public mount, 
this being Miss Castling, in the Willow Cup, at 
Radcliffe, in 1846. However, it was nearly two 
years later. before Osborne rode his firet winner 
when at Ripon, in 1848, he rode a four-year-old 
named Billy from Brigg. Later he came to ride 
his first and: only Derby winner, Pretender, in 
1869, and the Oaks on Apology five years later. 
Ife six times rode the winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas, three times the winner of the &t. leger, 
and twice the winner of the One. Thousand Guineas. 

After his retirement from riding he set up in 
rn on his own account as a, trainer at 

reconaill. Middleham. and one of the best horses 
he ever trained was King Crow, who, after winning 
several races as a three-year-old, came out the 
following season, 1898, to win the Great Northern 
Handicap at York, the Manchester Cup, and the 
Northumberland Plate. One of his most notable 
and popular successes as a trainer was with The 
Guller in the Chester Cup in 1913. This horse 
later won the Northumberland Plate. Despite the 
fact that he was nearly BO years of age at the 
time, Osborne rode The Guller in many of his 
exercise gallops. The funeral. takes -place at 
Coversham on to-morrow at 2 o'clock.

Among them was the late Lord 
Ellesmere for +hom he prepared, amone others, 
Lowland Chief and Highland Chief, and the former 
won the Stewards’ Cup at Goodwood, and many 
other races. while with Highland Chief he came 
within a neck of winning the Derby of 1885, but 
the colt succumbed to S8t. Biaise. Archer also 
sent out the winner of the Lincolnshire Handicap 
of 1893 in Wolf's Crag, and won the race again 
wth St Geoffrey in 1900. He retired from train- 
ing many years ago and settled down into private 
life at Newmarket.

SHOT 


Jury in Dublin yesterday invest!- 
Margaret Downey (80), of 
30 Upper G'oucester street, who was shot dead 
on Sunday by her grandson, James Fagan 
(164), from a revolver owned by his brother, a 
sergeant of the national army, who is on leave. 

Mr. Clarke, Solicitor, represented the police, 
and Mr. Drennan, Solicitor, James Fagan. 

Sergeant J. Fagan, national army, stated 
that at 35.30 on Sunday afternoon he was 
speaking to his grandmother when he heard a 
shot and she fell to the ground. He saw his 
brother, James, near the door with a revolver 
in his hand. ‘The revolver, which belonged to 
the witness, was left in the drawer of a cabinet 
in the room. He did not know that the revolver 
was loaded 

Replying to Mr. Drennan, the witness said 
that there was no quarrel between the parties. 

In reply to the Coroner, he said that he took 
five rounds out of the revolver. There must 
have been a round ieft. 

The Coroner—Yes, there is always a round 
left behind. How can you explain that? 

Witness—The ammunition that we get does 
not fit the Colt.revolver. It is seldom that I 
put in more than five rounds, and when I took 
them out’ Í did not think that there was any 
more in it. I unloaded the revolver on the boat 
coming from Cork. 

Dr. J. G. Keohane gave evidence as to 
wounds. 

Inspector Henry Dixon stated that he had 
arrested James Fagan, and charged. him with 
causing the death of his grandmother. 

« James Fagan (161), gave evidence. He said 
that he found the revolver, and while tricking 
with it it went off and shot his grandmother. 

In reply to Mr. Drennan, he eaid that his 
grandmother and himself were very fond of 
each other. He did not know that the weapon 
was loaded. 

The Coroner said that he had no doubt that 
young Fagan had no intention of injuring his 
grandmother. 

The jury, in returning a verdict that the 
woman was accidentally shot by James Fagan, 
eaid that they considered that more eare should 
be used in the keeoing of firearms. 

James Fagan was charged yesterday in the 
Dublin Police Court, at the instance of Inspec- 
tor Dixon, with having caused the death of his 
grandmother by discharging a revolver. He 
was remanded in veces AD until Monday.

HUMAN CHAIN RESCUES THREE 
MEN, 


A remarkable piece of mining engineering 
was responsible for the rescue early on Sunday 
morning, after 48 hours’ imprisonment, of three 
men from the F Pit at Washington Colliery, 
near Newcastle. 

The three men were cut off by 
stone and coal on Friday morning. 
the under-manager, decided that the only way 
t> rescue them was by cutting a small tunnel 
through the fall, which was many yards in 
thickness. Relays of men worked until just 
before 4 o'clock on Sunday morning, when the 
entombed men were reached 

The tunnel was only 2ft. wide on the average, 
and had to be cut through the solid mass of 
stone and coal for 39 yards. The men lay in it 
chain fashion, passing out from hand to hand 
the dédris as the first man cut it away, and 
similarly passing in the timbering necessary to 
prop up the sides and prevent further falls. 

Two of the rescued men went to bed to re- 
cover from their ordeal, but the other went to 
his garden to dig vegetables for his dinner.

The revision of the jurors’ lists for the 
County and City of Dublin opened yesterday in 
the Grand Jury Room, Green street Courthouse. 
The City of Dublin revision is ae resided 
over by Mr. R. J. Kelly, Revising 
Barrister of the City of Dublin, oat the county 
revision is being conducted by Mr. Dudler 
White, K.C. á ” 

Sir George Fottrell, 
the city and county, 
were in attendance 

Sir George Fottrell said that when the revision 
had ended it would be his duty as officer of the 
Court to compile the jury books, from which 
books would be drawn the jury panels, civil and 
criminal, for the year 1923. For the past few 
years there had been serious complainte from 
jurors and, judges as to the defects in the 
panels, and ‘1c was aware that for these defects 
the Sheriff was in no way responsible. The 
basis of all the lists was the Rate Book. The 
Sheriff had no discretion In forming the jury 
panels, the panel being compiled by (a) the rate 
collector; (b) the Revising Barrister: (c) the 
Clerk of the Peace: and (d) the Sheriff. ‘The 
Revising Barrister was the only person who had 
any discretion as to including or excluding 
names of jurors. 

The defects complained of arose mainly from 
retaining upon the jurors’ lists the names of 
persons qualified, but not liable, to serve, such 
as persons over 65 years of age or suffering from 
permanent infirmity, or who as public officers 
or from some other cause were by statute 
exempted from serving. About 25 per cent. of 
the panel were persons who had the right to 
claim, and did claim, exemption, and the re- 
maining 75 per cent. had to do not only their 
own share, but also thi‘ of the 25 per cent. ex- 
cused persons, who were phantoms who imposed 
extra work upon real jurors, and would con- 
tinue to do so until their names were expunged _ 
at that revision. At the suggestion of the 
Sheriff, he had reported to the presiding judge 
at the Criminal Commission or Sessions the 
names of jurors exempted, and had received 
directions to expunge the names of all whom h: 
found to be entitled to exemption. Similar 
orders had been obtained by the Sheriff from 
the High Court judges im the Civil Courts, and 
several hundred names were to be submitted 
to the Revising Barristers for removal. For- 
tunately, the uetica vested in the Revising 
Barrister was very extensive, and he trust 
that everyone interested in the completeness of 
the revision would come forward during their 
sittings and supply evidence which would en- 
able the Revising Barrister effectively to exer- 
cise the discretion vested in him. 

Mr. R. J. Kelly, K.C., thanked the officials 
for: their assistance, and said that they would 
proceed with the work of making, as far as 
possible, a perfect jurors’ list. 

Dr. Lorcan Sherlock (City Sub-Sheriff) said 
that so far as he was concerned he had only to 
say that he had found hundreds of names on 
the jurors’ lists which should not be there, 'n- 
cluding names of persons who were dead for 
years. The situation with regard to the at- 
tendance of jurors was full of difficulties, and 
he had himself been obliged to make arrange- 
ments by sending policemen and others to get 
in jurors to the courts. Public attention had 
now been called to the fact that the revision 
was going on, and when it was completed he 
would be obliged in future to ask judges to 
make people serve who asked to be exempted, 
on the ground that thev should have attended 
the Revision Court and made their claim to be 
exempted on proper grounds A state of things 
had existed which, he thought, should not 
allowed to continue. He did not see whr 
officials of the Corporation should be exempted 
from serving on juries, when unfortunate com 
mercial travellers were kept from making their 
journeys by having to serve, or why a workman 
on a weekly wage should have to serve, while 
permanent officials, of whom there was a super- 
abundance, were exempted He hoped to draft 
suggestions for the Government which, if 
adopted, as he believed they would be, would 
have the effect of improving, if not making per. 
fect, the Dublin jurors’ lists.

She is free to make any arrange- 
ment which pleases her with Germany, and 
the value to Europe of an amicable settle- 
ment cannot be exaggerated. If this 
portion of Germany 's debt can be placed on 
a business footing, the way towards a 
reasonable settlement of the remainder of 
the debt will become much easier than it 
is at present. 


Grenfell of Labrador. 


On both sides of the Atlantic, and, 
indeed, wherever the white man’s burden 
is justly appraised, there is no name more 
widely honoured than that of Grenfell of 
Labrador. Yesterday Dr. Grenfell arrived 
in Liverpool after an absence of three 
years, and, while in England, he will 
deliver a series of lectures on the work of 
the International Grenfell Association in 
Northern Newfoundland and Labrador.

The following is an outline of the official 
rogramme in connection with the visit of the 
Kine to Edinburgh on Tuesday, 10th October, 
for the purpose of unveiling the King Edward 
memorial at Holyrood Palace. 

At 10.45 a.m. His Majesty arrives at Cale- 
doviah Station and drives to Holyrood Palace, 
where he unveils the King Edward memorial 
This will be followed by the presentation of an 
Address to His Majesty from the Church of 
Scotland in Holyrood Palace.

The serious position of affairs brought 
about by the ‘Turkish victory in Anatolia 
is wel ‘recognised in Government circles, 
and, though the movements of men and of 
ships cannot be mentioned in detail, it is 
known that military and naval disposi- 
tions were made some days ago in readi-. 
ness for any emergencies which may 
arise in the Near East. It is rumoured 
that the Kemalists are now threatening 
an invasion of Mesopotamia, and, s..ould 
they venture on such a step, the prestre 
of this country will demand that they vo 
opposed. At the same time, it is well 
understood that the Turks, flushed with 
victory, may demand many things which 
they will relinquish when they are calmer. 
British interests, however, will have to Le 
protected, and the sooner that the Turks 
thoroughly grasp the situation the better 
all round. 

The Allies are reported to be waiting 
the result of the message sent to Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha by the Greeks, asking for 
un armistice, before taking any turther 
action. It is expected that Kemal will 
arrive in Smyrna to-day and that his 
rely will be despatched “-om there after 
his tormal entrance into the city. In any 
case, no matter whether the Turks agree 
to an armistice or not, it is understood 
that the Allies will hold an important con- 
ference on the Near Kast within the next 
few days, and diplomatic exchanges with 
that end in view are now being made. 
Lord Curzon has Leen in London all 
through the week-end, and will remain, 
awaiting further developments. 

A gentleman who has just returned to 
London trom Athens tells me that it is 
thought there that it is possible that Kinz 
Constantine may abdicate in favour of the 
Duke of Sparta.

SMYRNA OR IZMER. 


This most ancient of cities looms large in the 
public eye at the present moment. It 1s 
conceded by all travellers and writers to be 
beautiful when viewed at a distance, but disap- 
pointing from a want of order and cleanliness 
on closer inspection. 

It has many claims to notice. It was for 
hundreds of years the chief route for trade in 
the Levant, and the Romans received aid from 
it in their many enterprises. lt claims to be 
the birthplace of Homer, and history tells us 
it was the scene of the martyrdom of Polycarp. 
It was at one period the greatest and wealthiest 
city in the world. Its prestge became lowered 
in the thirteenth century, but it rose again to 
some of ils former importance. 

All nations and peoples have had dealings 
with it, and its commerce has been world-wide, 
It is a city of mosques and places of wership for 
every creed or faith. It imports cotton, coffee 
and sugar, iron and steel; it exports dried 
fruits, silk, wool and opium. 

The city has experienced several earthquakes 
and suffered much from fires. Its fine buildings 
tell of its former greatness. It possesses an 
English church and burying ground, the palace 
of the Governor, barracks, and bazaars. and it 
was one of the Seven Churches in Asia to whom 
St. John addressed an Epistle.

A London tirm has just secured a contract 
to build the Workington Dock extension, 
towards which the Treasury has promised 
half:a million. The work will last for two 
and a half years. A Welsh firm has just 
secured a contract for oil pipe lines for 
surma, which will provide employment for 
eight hundred men for some months, A 
sheet iron works is running its forty-five 
mills day and night, employing three 
thousand men, in order to cope with the 
orders already in hand.

These are 
the oldest specimens of heraldry in tha 
world, but their beauty had nearly disap- 
peared. To-day after restoration they 
stand out in all their medieval bravery, 
with the arms of Fdward the Confessor, 
Louis IX. of France, and many other 
famous men of their days.

The report went on to say that they would

The Treaty position, continued President 
Cosgrave, had been regularised by Dail Eireann, 
and a meeting of members elected to the 
Southern Parliament had been held, and the 
work of taking over the administration from 
the British began immediately. 

The Castle, which had been for centuries the 
seat of alien domination in the country, was 
formally handed over, and that institution was 
now. entirely and completely in the hands cf 
the people’s Government. It was under the 
control of the Executive, and was manned at 
that moment by Irish troops. The transfer 
of the Executive Lad take» place, and Ministers 
appointed by the representatives of the Irish 
people had taken control of most of the public 
services, some of which were stil] reserved, 
but would eventually—not later, he should say, 
than lst April next—pass into their hands, cr 
as soon as satisfactory arrangements could be 
completed.

At the Ard Fheis an agreement was arrived 
at. The election was postponed for three 
months. Those against the Treaty were pledg- 
ing themselves to allow the work of the Pro- 
visional Government to proceed. Already the 
disintegration had affected business by tile 
activities against the popular will, and for 
those activities the party described as the 
enti-Treaty party were, and would be, held 
responsible by the people of Ireland. Neither 
age, nor sex, nor religion was spared. 

Roads were blocked to prevent meetings, fire- 
arms were used against the speakers, and in 
one case a meeting that was to be addressed 
by the late President was proclaimed. The 
elected head of the nation was to be dominated 
by an armed despot. The man who had worked 
for thirty years in the service of his country 
was not to be terrorised in that fashion. At 
the risk of his life, leaving behind him the 
late Commander-in-Chief as President for the 
time being, he set out for Sligo, determined 
to die before he would admit the right of 
any person, armed or unarmed, to restrict 
liberty. He declined to barter the people's 
liberty even at the risk of his life. 

He could bear witness to ‘the cheerfulness 
with which the late President set out on that 
journey, and the satisfaction that he expressed 
on his return from his encounter with ‘ those 
gentlemen.”

The President went on to refer to the felling 
of trees, the trenching of roads, ihe tearing up 
of railway lines, and the general interruption 
of transport to. prevent people from attending 
the meetings. Newspapers, he said, had been 
seized to prevent reports of the meetings from 
reaching the country. Terrorism of the basgst 
kind was indulged in—all under a political 
label, and few and. feeble were the protests 
of the aifti-Treaty party against those on- 
slaughts. Not one single member had the moral 
courage to stand up and say that, if those 
onslaughis did not cease, he would retire and 
automatically cease to be a member. 

The immediate policy of the anti-Treaty party 
was now apparent—wholesale destruction of the 
people s property. When a “a arrange- 
ment was entered into with Ulster, signed by 
Mr. Griffith and Mr. Collins, armed raids took 
place on Belfast goods under an edict issued by 
the irreguiars. Every constructive effort made 
by the Irish Government was made the object 
of attack. The business slump continued, and 
economic chaos became apparent. The Four 
Courts were occupied and barricaded. Thiat in- 
stitution had been handed over by the British 
to the Irish nation, and documents of great 
importance to the nation were stored there. 
Due notice was ‘given to the occupants of the 
importance of the documents, and the necessity 
of safcguarding them. 


PEACE OFFENSIVE. 

Notwithstanding these attacks on the people s 
property, the Government still continued a peace 
offensive, always in the hope that a statesman- 
like appreciation of the situation would finally 
commend itself to those who were against the 
Treaty, and the fact that such an assumption 
wasscorrect was evidenced when a statement 
appeared, signed by ten officers of the Army. 
No price was too high to pay for peace so long 
as the Treaty position was held and the Treaty 
secured.

provision made for men suffer ite irom 
nervous and mental diseases due to war service. 
It has heen asserted, for nsta..ce, that these 
men are places’ in asylums without having the 
benefit of preventive or remedial treatment, 
and that in the asylums no distinction.is made 
between Service patients and pauper patients. 
Approximately 75,000 officers and men have been 
pensioned for nervous diseases, of which 6,800 
are now in asylums, and of these a very con- 
siderable proportion—as iheir previous history 
shows—would, in all probability, have developed 
mental instability even if they had had no war 
service, Durmg the war more than 6,000,000 
men were employed in the British armed. forces. 
At great the Government have provided 
the most efficient machinery for dealing with 
neurasthenia and certain other forms of nervous 
disease commonly deseribed as “ shell-shock.”’ 

For the first time in the history’ of this 
country curative institutions, as distinct from 
asylums, have been provided by the State for 
the treatment of ex-Service men so afflicted, 
the medical organisations being now unequalled 
in scope and Sacleuny. It is true that at the 
outset the efforis of the Mintstry of Pensions 
were handicapped, chiefly owing to the shortage 
of neurologists, but by the institution of special 
training courses for doctors the services of a 
sufficient number of neurological experis were 
obtained. At the present time approximately 
3,000 officers and men are being treated as in- 
patients at 20 neurological hospitals belonging 
to the Ministry and four other hospitals with 
which arrangéments have been made on a 
capitation basis, while 7,000 aré attending as 
out-patients at 65 neurological clinics of the 
Ministry and (two other clinics, 

In all these institutions the men are attended 
by specialists, who practise the most modern 
metheds of diagnosis and treatment. In con- 
sidering the claims otf ex-Service SEN 
certified as insane the Ministry have taken the 
widest view of thelr responsibilities, an 
wherever any connection between the msanity 
and the men’s military service could be estab- 
lished the men have been classified as Service 
patients and placed on the legal footing ol 
private patients, certain substantial privileges 
thus being secured for them. It has been stated 
that the men in asylums are regarded as pauper 
lunatics. that they have been “doped,” tortured, 
semi-starved, and generally ill-treated. These 
and other sensational allegations Of a similar 
character have not been substantiated, and the 
Ministry of Pensions can discover no justification 
whatever for such statements.

DUNDALK ALARMED.

FOUR BRIDGES BLOWN UP. 


Irregulars were busy around Dundalk yester- 
day morning, and as a result of their operations 
four bridges were blown down, and the lug 
stretch of country extending northwards from 
Dundalk to the village of Omeath is isolated 
from Dundalk. This work of destruction was 
carried out at four o'clock in the morning by 
large numbers of men, who iirst attacked the 
railway bridge over the river beyond Dundalk 
and on which it carried the London and North- 
Western Railway line to Greenore.

CITY'S PITIABLE PLIGHT. , 


The Turks entered Smyrna without meeting 
with any opposition. Cavalry ‘patrols camped 
within sight of the city on Friday night, and 
at dawn on Saturday entered the outskirts, 
where they waited for the main body to come 
up. A white flag was sent forward at 11 
o'clock to inform tho small Greek garrison re- 
maining that the Turks were about to enter 
Smyrna. The Greeks were ordered to lay down 
their arms. 

Aeroplanes dropped proclamations, printed in 
Greek and Turkish, over the city, announcing 
the pending occupation by the, Nationalists. 

The Mohammedan population welcomed the 
Turks with great rejoicings, but there were no 
disorders beyond a slight panic caused by indis- 
eriminate shooting on the part of Armenians 
or Greeks. Quiet was restored in half an hour 
by the Turkish commanding ‘officer, who gave 
a guarantee that there should be no reprisals 
or excesses on the part of his troops. 

The Turkish Commander called on the Allied 
authorities and gave them his personal assur- 
ance that therc would be no looting or disorder. 
The hospitals, consulates, and schools belonging 
to the Allies are guarded ‘by French and 
Italian soldiers. It is stated that. all British 
subjects have left the city. : 

Refugees continue to arrive in the city. They 
report the burning of many villages. The pro- 
cession of the broken army still contigues to 
stream along the roads leading into the town, 
which is becoming filthy and ripe for disease. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that the latest infor- 
mation’ received in London contains very little 
that is new regarding Smyrna. The fear is ex- 
pressed that the Turkish complaint to the 
League of Nations of alleged Greek outrages 
during the retreat may only prove a prelude to 
some retaliation by the Turks. 

It is recognised also that the question of re- 
fugees is greatly complicated by the certainty 
of shortage of food. It is pointed out that the 
presence of Allied representatives in the town 
should materially lessen the danger arising from 
the exodus from Smyrna.

FREEDOM OF THE 
STRAITS, 


“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The Allied Foreign Ministers drew the out- 
lines of an extensive scheme for the peaceable 
settlement of the Near East at their’ meeting 
in Paris last March. It was intended to be the 
prelude to an armistice. Unfortunately the 
Turks repudiated the suggestion altogether, 
and, although the Greek Government accepted 
it, the nation did not show any particular 
eagerness for it. The “iron dice’’ have fallen 
since, and projects entertained before they fell 
will have to be adjusted accordingly. It may 
be assumed, however, that in its main-.prov- 
sions, and very certainly its provisions as io 
the Straits, the plan framed in March repre- 
sents what are still the determinations of the 
Allies. The evacuation of Asia Minor and 
the restoration of Turkish sovereignty through- 
out that region was a condition of the scheme. 
These ends have now been accomplished by the 
sword. They at least have been atiained 
irrevocably. 

The freedom of the Straits was another de- 
clared condition of the proposals. The Entinte 
Powers have now to face new facts, and 
in the face of those new facts to 
make up their minds what common policy 
they will follow, and, if necessary, what common 
policy they will enforce. The freedom 
Straits is plainly a common interest, indispen- 
stble to them all. The reasons which the 
Foreign Ministers assigned: for vindicating it are 
permanent reasons. They are quite unaffected 
by the Turkish successes. They are as valid 
row as when first they were advanced, and they 
must unswervingly direct Allied policy and 
Allied action. Whatever view is taken upon 
the other aspects of the Near Eastern group of 
problems not touched upon in March, the one 
thing necessary is that the Entente in the East 
should be as real and as determined as it was 
in the West during the war.

About 30 sorting clerks have resumed duty 
in the Rink, and there are indications that 
thie number will increase. 

English mails posted at the Rink, as well as 
some from the provinces, were despatched last 
night, and will suffer no delay in delivery. 
Incoming mails are, as far as possible, being 
handed out to callers. 

The public are appealed to to send only the 
most urgent communications for the present. 
As the service grows intimation of the fact 
will be duly announesd. 

The staff at the Central Telegraph Office has 
been, so far, able to cope with the messages 
tendered, but it should be understood that for 
some time past the telegraph service in Ireland 
has been very limited owing to irregular activi-

On the other hand, the crcas-Channel tele- 
graph services, which have suffered very little 
from this cause, are likely to be fully and 
satisfactorily substituted to-morrow or after.

“When the war ceased the high prices of 
commodities did not, and the war bonus con- 
tinued as cost of living bonus. After steadily 
increasing, the cost.of living began to go down 
in 1920-1921, and the cost of living bonus, which 
had been increasing, began to decreafe. On 
1st September, 1921, for instance, there was a 
big decrease in the bonus, which was enforced 
in Ireland without any threat of a strike. In 
January an Irish Government was established, 
and when the bonus revision due on the Ist 
March was announced as a further decrease, 
the Irish unions promptly threatened to strike, 
on the ground that the cost of living in Ire- 
land was higher than that in England and that 
the British figure should not be applied. It was 
the view of the Post Office that the Irish figure 
would prove to be only slightly, if at all, in 
excess of the British figure, ‘but the Govern- 
ment dectded at the last moment to set up an 
Independent Commission to enquire into the 
whole wages question. That Commission made 
an intermm report in May, in which they re- 
commended, on the ground that the British 
cost of living figure was probably not accurate 
for Ireland, temporary increas¢s in wages. 
These increases, the report stated, ‘should be 
continued until an official Irish cost of living 
figure is agreed on for use in the calculation 
of bonus, or until the adoption of the final 
report of the Commission.’ 

‘’ The Government considered this report and 
decided to adopt it, on the definite understand- 
ing that the increases would cease when an 
Irish index figure was produced, and the ‘Post- 
master-General in a letter to the Postal Unions 
on the órd June, conveying the Government's 
decision, said:—* [t must be clearly understood 
that the increases of remuneration resulting 
from the decision are purely temporary ) 
provisional and will operate only until 
official cost of living index figure has been 
duced by the Government.’ This was 
questioned nor commented upon by the Postal 
Unions. 

The result of this decision was that where- 
as the bonus in Great Britain and in the

OFFICES OUTSIDE DUBLIN, 


The Post Offices in the coast townships were 
virtually closed yesterday, owing to the stnke, 
except for the attendance of the post-masters. 
The mails arrived at the Carlisle Pier, as 
usual, by the mail boat, and were transferred to 
the train and taken to Dublin. No outgoing 
mails were despatched. 

The strike may be described as only a partial 
success in Dundalk. Almost all the outdoor 
siaff—the postmen, linesmen, and telegraph 
messengers—came out, but the majority of the 
clerical staff remained at work. It is believed 
that et a meeting the bulk of the employés 
voted against a etrike at the present juncture, 
and the clerks carried the decision into effect 
yesterday by remaining at work. Early in 
the morning those on «trike were busy picket- 
ing outside, Three men carried placards, in 


which they urged the public not to enter the: 


office. There was a good deal of commotion 
outside the office after the dinner hour, when 
military arrived and took the men who were 
picketing into custody. Others who endeavoured 
to carry on were likewise dealt with, and others 
still] who were in Park street and who were 
wearing strike notices on their coats were also 
removed to the County Jail... During the after. 
moon a strong military guard was on duty out- 
side the offices. There were no deliveries of 
letters during the day, but the other services 
were fairly well maintained. Owing to the 
cutting of wires south of the town, telegraphic 
communication with Dublin and the South was 
interrupted at Dundalk. 

At Tullamore the postal staff were all out, 
and notice was posted up in the office, which 
was closed, that the staff being on strike, 
the public office would be closed until further 
notice. No mails were sent to outgoing trains 
from the local office. 

Aimost all hands in the Waterford office and 
in the various sub-offices throughout the city 
struck work yesterday. There remain in the 
General Post Office only a few of the heads of 
the departments, who are trying to carry on 
under great difficulties. But the bulk of the 
work is entirely suspended. To make matters 
worse, the wires at various places in the 
County Waterford have been cut, thus placing 
Waterford in a similar state of isolation to that 
which it experienced during the irregular 
régime. The majority of the employés regret 
the strike, but express their determination of 
holding out. They would apparently be 
amenable to a elight reduction, euch. for in- 
stance, as Ss. per week, but under no cireum- 
stances will they at present consider a settle- 
ment which will involve anything like the de- 
crease which it is sought to impose.

THE .RIGHT TO STRIKE, 
DISCUSSION IN PARLIAMENT. 


in Parliament last evening the Standing 

Orders were suspended, on the motion of Mr. 

- Thomas Johnson, who then moved: ' That this 
House repudiates the statement issued by the 
Ministry for Home Affairs beginning with the 
words, ‘The Government does not recognise the 
right of postal servants to strike.’ ”’ 

Mr. Johnson said that he thought that ut 
was not at all satisfactory, from the point of 
view of members sitting on those (labour) 
benches, that a question of that kind should 
arise so early in the history of the Dail, and 
in the history of the Government appointed the 
previous day. He thought that it was much 
more satisfactory to that particular group of 
the House to deal with matters which were 
more germane, perhaps, to other interests <f 
the House than that. A statement appeared 
in that morning s papers issued, as it was said, 
by the Minister for Home Affairs, which said 
that the Government did not recognise the right 
of Civil Servants to strike. 

He quoted the statement in full, and said that 
the motion was that the House repudiate the 
statement in questidn. They had a statement 
earlier in the day from the Minister of Home 
Affairs that he was a good democrat, and all 
his professions were in favour of what he con- 
sidered to be democracy. There they had a 
test, a test not only of the democracy, but of 
the genuinness of the professions of human 
liberty which the Ministers of the House had 
been protesting for the last—he did not know 
how many years. 

They were going to test whether a demand 
for national liberty was impelled by mere 
hatred, distrust, dislike, and envy of England, 
or whether it had its roots in the desire for the 
emancipation of a nation, people, or individual, 
They were up aganst the question of the <igh‘s 
of men to combine, the rights of men to refuse 
to work tor an employer under conditions tixed 
by that employer. They were up against a 
question whether a man or woman entering 
the service of any eee dha that employer 
& private person or a Government—thereby sold 
their souls, as well as their bodies, to that em- 
ployer. They were faced with the question >f 
the status of the human being in his social 
relations. 


BODY AND SOUL, 


The Minisiry, for whom the Minister for Home 
Affairs spoke in that matter, evidently con- 
sidered that once a person entered the employ- 
ment of a Government he was not only selling 
his bodily and mental powers, but that he was 
selling his liberty and his soul. He could under- 
stand men who had been protesting against the 
intervention of the State in commerce and in- 
dustry trying to make it an object lesson. They 
had been told in the evidence before the Royal 
Commission and in the public Press practically 
that the State was the very devil, and he took 
it that the Ministry wanted to prove that the 
man or woman who entered the service of the 
State was damnified—that they had sold their 
souls to the devil. 

He wondered whether the democrats had con- 
sidered how the working classes of that and 
other countries had arrived at their present state 
of comparative freedom. Did they think that 
the workers of the country were going to ac- 
cept a position that placed one section of 
workers obviously in the category of slaves? 
The Government did not recognise the right of 
certain civil servants to strike. If it were a 
crime prosecute them, if it were an offence take 
them to the courts; but to utter as a Ministerial 
statement that the Government did not recog- 
nise the right of civil servants to strike prac- 
tically told these civil servants that they had 
bound themselves body and soul to the State. 

We are classed, said Mr. Johnson, among 
those who would ask the Government to 
take possession of the bodies and souls of the 
workers who are supposed to be entering into 
Government service when we talk of nationali- 
sation. Here they had 4 Government definitely 
laying down that those who entered its service 
hed given up their liberties. '' We repudiate that 
without any hesitation, and we say that if the 
Government are going to pursue that policy 
they are going to get up against them every 
organised worker in Ireland,” declared the 
speaker. 

That, he continued, was directed particularly 
against civil servants who had decided to with- 
draw their labour because of an alteration by 
the a ia Rng conditions of 
service. glis aw recognised the ht 
of — > fil “AR of workers to within 
their labour. The first act of the Irish Govern- 
ment was to utter a statement to the effect 
that the man who entered the State service had ' 
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no longer the freedom to withdraw his labour. 
What was the dccasion for the statement? 
Was the future, he asked, going to be that, 
whatever happened in England in regard to 
wages and conditions of labour, and in Ulster, 
must also obtain in this part of Ireland? If 
the price of labour were reduced in Austria, 
Germany, or China, must the price of labour in 
Ireland also go down? Weré the Irish Go- 
vernment going, at the outset, to deprive men 
and women organised in Ireland of the rights 
which they and their fathers had won to secure 
improvement in their condition? A member of 
the Government had spoken of the slave mind, 
but he (Mr. Johnston) wou | tel! the Minister 
for Home Affairs and the " nister for Agricul- 
ture that a much more vwnrdesirable state of 
mind than the slave mind was that of the 
slave owner. 

Trade unions had often been taunted with 
thinking of nothing but higher wages and 
shorter hours. That was not true. They were 
thinking rather of the status of the human 
being, and they denied the right of any em- 
ployer to say that it was an illegal thing to 
say that it was not within the competence of 
any body of workmen to withdraw their labour. 

e right to strike was one of the funda- 
mentals of liberty that was left to the land- 
less men. Refuse them that right, and there 
was ‘nothing left but slavery: He was not con- 
cerned with the issue of this strike: but he 
was sincerely and honestly concerned to save 
the Government from committing a cardinal 
error at the beginning of their history. 

They recognised the difficulties of the Go- 
vernment; they desired fo help them to rule 
and govern this country on principles of liberty 
and democracy, but they’ should criticise and 
oppose them, and save them, if possible, from 
actions which would deny liberty to lovers of 
liberty in this country. ; 

Therefore, he begged to move—"' That this 
House repudiates the statement issued by the 
Minister for Home Affairs, beginning with the 
words—* The Government does not recognise the 
right of civil servants to strike.’ ”’ 

He asked that, before the close of the de- 
bate, the Minister would think seriously of the 
position that had been created by the issue 
of that document, and that it would be publicly 
announced that he withdrew it; and that it 
did not imply wet it obviously implied. 

Mr. Thomas Nágle seconded the motion. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 


Mr, O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that he had been carried away so much 
by Mr. Johmson’s speech as to be almost 
tempted to strike himself. (Lau hter.) The 
Government had cast upon it, at the beginning 
of its career, the responsibility of setting a 
precedent to succeeding Governments in 
matters of this sort. There had been a great 
deal of talk about the selling of souls. The 
Government were not buyers in that particular 
market. (Hear, hear.) 

le position now was that, under cover of 
special conditions there, Mr. Johnson was en- 
deavouring to establish a principle which was 
not recognised in any dd so civilised State. 
Some years ago in Birmingham there was a 
strike of postal servants, the result of which 
was that the ringleaders were dismissed, and 
every striker signed an apology. The civil 
servant was in a very special position. He 
was the servant ef the State. carrying on 
executive functions. No Stat#would admit the 
right of its servants to withdraw their labour 
at their pleasure. Such servants might resign 
their places, but they had no right to strike. 

Every person joining the Civil Service knew 
the conditions under which he joined it. If 
the members of the army or of the police force 
had the right to strike, what would be the 
position of the State? ‘The Government raised 
this question thus early because it was vital. 
He asked the House to consider very carefully 
where this would lead in all its reactions and all 
its tendencies, and to remember that the State 
was the supreme authority in the land, and 
must arrogate to itself certain definite rights 
which were not conceded to individuals; to 
remember also that the servants of the State 
could not take advantage of q certain combina. 
tion of circumstances which ‘seemed favourable 
to them to withdraw their labour. 

Certain acts of sabotage had been committed 
at Crown Alley and at the Amiens street office, 
where wires had been cut before the staffs 
left on Sunday evening. The safeguarding of 
public buildings was a serious problem, and the 
Government did not want to expose either the 
military or the police to the dangers of the 
bomb, the rifle, or the revolver of the sniper. 

Members of the House ought not to be led 
by emotion, and they should remember that 
if the State was to live and flourish it must 
depend upon the loyalty and constant service 
“of all its officials. In the position in which 
he was placed, he (Mr. O'Higgins) would have 
done a criminal thing if he had failed to issue 
the notice in question. If he had not issued 
that notice, he would have set a precedent that 
might lead to the destruction of the State. 
(Applause.) 


MERITS NOT DISCUSSED. 


Mr. O'Connell (Labour) protested against the 
right of the Government to claim, as employers, 
the right which no other employer could claim 
or had claimed. They did not wish to discuss 
the merits of the postal strike, which was an 
ordinary dispute about wages, but which had 
nothing to do with the question at issue. If 
the Government had a right to say that its 
employés could not strike, there was no reason 
why it should not go further. Were they to 
imply from the Minister of Hgme Affairs that 
the same conditions as applied in the Army 
were to be applied in the system under which 
the civil workers worked for the Government? 
That was, to his mind, militarism, naked and 
unashamed. 

The English Board had set up a special 
Arbitration Board to deal with the claims of 
Civil Servants. Why should a new Govern- 
ment, claiming to be democratic, be afraid 
to deal with its workers and servants in. a less 
democratic way than the Government, which 
they were always led to believe, was an auto- 
cratic Government. 

Mr. Hogan (Minister of Agriculture) urged 
that certain people apparently thought that this 
was a proper time to extend the principle, which 
was under discussion, from general workers to 
civil servants in Ireland, or, rather, twenty- 
six counties. He ventured to say that neithe; 
Mr. O'Connell nor Mr. Johnson would have 
made similar speeches in any other assembly in 
Europe. They could not try them on that Par- 
liament. Civil servants had pensions, special 
conditions, and other advantages, but they 
could not, at the same time, have all the ad- 
vantages of other workers. They did not intend 
slavishly to copy England in this matter, and it 
was for that reason that a different cost cf 
living figure applied to the Irish civil servant 
than to the English one. The Irish Post Office 
worker was better off than any postal worker in 
any corresponding place in England and in the 
North of Treland. 

The arrangements which had been 

England to settle disputes by 
mental Committees had been referred to 
by Mr. O'Connell. He assumed that 
Mr. O'Connell knew that these arrangements 
were in existence in Ireland, and he knew that 
at the present moment, in the Post Office itself 
in Ireland, there was a Joint Departmental! 
Committee for the purpose of settling these 
matters, who would make recommendatiuns to 
the Government in the ordinary way. 


EXPERIENCE USEFUL. 


Deputy O'Connell asked the House to treat this 
matter regardless of party. He (Mr. Hogan) 
asked the House to consider this matter very 
carefully, and to consider that, even if the 
light in themselves flickered occasionally, after 
all the experience of other Governments was at 
least useful; and all other Governments had 
found that it was absolutely necessary that the 
essential services of the State which the Civil 
Servants adminstiered should be administered by 
men with these disabilities and these privileges, 
and he asked the House not to change them. 

Mr. Davin (Leix-Offaly) said that his roncep- 
tion of national freedom through the Treaty or 
any other arrangement was that it should be 
based upon the full recognition of the rights of 
the individual citizen. Irish Labour, he

A WARNING TO LAND- 
OWNERS.

Equal pay for men and women unfair—this 
was the purport of Professor Edgworth’s presi- 
dential address to the Economic Section of the 
British Association ait Hull yesterday. The 
principle of equal pay for men and women was 
affirmed without discuesion by the Trades Union 
Congress only on Saturday. 
Pilato,” said the Professor, “held that 
women were inferior to men ia al] the arte, 
even weaving and cookery. In the modern 
world, however, women excel in certain 
branches of: the textile art. Having smaller 
hands, they can twist and weft with greater 
dexterity than men. Superiority is claimed for 
them, too, in typewriting and telephoning. 
Still, I submit, as an inference based on ex- 
erience, that, if all restriction of competition 
Eieaeen male and female workers were removed, 
we should still find the average weekly earn- 
ings of men to be considerably higher.” 

The Professor threw doubt on the contention 
that two-thirds of wage-earning women had 
others to maintain besides themselves. Mr. 
Seebohm Rowntree's recent investigation, he 
pointed out, proved that only. 12.06 per cent. 
of women pattially or entirely supported others 
besides themselves. he bulk of working- 
men support families and the bulk of working 
women do not, declared Professor Edgworth. 
It seems not unreasonable that men should 
have some advaatage in the labour market. 
ee pay for egual work when one party is 
subject to unequal deductions from his pay no 
longer appears quite equitable. There was 
doubtless mitch exaggeration in the evidence 
that when wives earned husbands idled. A 
woman inspector had remarked: “I almost 
agree with the social worker who said that, if 
the husband got out of work, the wife should 
sit down and cry, because if she did anything 
else he would remain out of work.” 

The Professor declared that the plan likely 
to be adopted in Australia of making allow- 
ances to mothers would have an effect in the 
same direction. A simple plan, he said, would 
be for any association of men, say, a trade 
union, to contribute to a fund to be distri- 

uted among wives of members. Bachelors 
and childless husbands should be persuaded to 
support a fund by which they might hope 
one day to benefit as fathers of families. 


LAND NATIONALISATION, 
Lord Bledisloe, a eng authority on agri- 


“. 


culture and, durin e war, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Food, warned 
landowners that their ignorance and incapacity 
would lead to the nationalisation of the land. 
“The history of agriculture in the United 
Kingdom,” he declared, ‘‘for the last seventy 
years does not redound to the credit of either 
landowners or of statesmen. Landowners who 
should have given a lead have failed to do eo. 
The British agricultural landowner to-day is 
on his trial. Unless he justifies himeelf as 
such the nationalisation of the land is in- 
evitable. Public opinion will demand his 
extinction, and Parliament will endorse the 
demand. Many landowners have been for the 
last two generations mere rent receivers, and 
have possessed neither the knowledge nor. the 
inclination personally to administer their own 
estates. still less to cultivate them on com- 
mercial lines for their own and the nation’s 
benefit. So far as they have been organised 
as a class of the community, they have been 
organised, not as producers of wealth, but as 
defenders of property, and as euch their 
organisation has in a highly democratic country 
afiorded them but a small and steadily de- 
creasing measure of security. (Lord Bledisloe 
is himself President of the Central Landowners’ 
Association.) They have thus lost their poli- 
tical power, because it had no economic basis.” 
He enumerated directions in which agricul- 
tural progress and success might be attained, 
and advocated the elimination of superfluous 
and unnecessary middlemen. There is pro- 
bably, he said, mo worse consequence of the 
lack of cohesion, organisation, and os 
in British agriculture than the extent am 
power of the middlemen interest, whose 
arasitical tentacles have slowly, yet svtrely, 
leatemed themselves upon the industry and are 
sucking out its life blood, to the detriment 
of producer and consumer alike.

Mr. Liam de Roiste declared that the 
members of that Assembly were in favour of 
as much individual liberty as was compatible 
with the safety of the State.

against the British. On the next day irregular 
forces seized munitions at the Curra h, the 
mm rty of the people of Ireland. On Sunday 
8th June, Messrs. O'Connor, Maillie, and 
Barry, with an armoured and Lancia car a 
a force of irregulars from the Four Courts, 
held up members of the Civic Guard at Kil- 
dare and disarmed them, and they said that 
they had declared war on England, and asked 
the guard to come with them. On 26th June 
motor cars, to the value of £9,000, were seized 
at Messrs, Ferguson's garage. National troops 
were despatched to the premises, and arrested 
an irregular leader. It was the duty of the 
Government to prevent illega) seizures. The 
following day one of the highest military officers 
of the State, General O'Connell, was kidnapped 
and taken prisoner. 

These actions were a direct challenge to the 
authority of the people, and it was evident that 
neither peace nor security could be maintained 
if the Government did not take strong action. 

An ultimatum wae sent fo the Four Courts, 
and military action was taken only after every 
effort was made to bring peace. It must further 
be definitely understood that in all these at: 
tempts to make a peaceful settlement, the 
Government was bound to see that the Treaty 
position was maintained, 


BASIS OF PEA‘ F. 


At that time the irregular forces could have’ 


withdrawn from the Four Courts ant} still main- 
tained a constitutional opposition to the policy 
of the Government. If peace were to be made 
now it must be on a well-defined basis, and it 
must be constitutional. There must not be al- 
lowed any armed. body in the community with- 
out the sanction of Parliament. Parliament 
must be put in control of all arms, and armed 
opaesition to its will would not be permitted. 
{(Applause.) If those who were now in arms 
against the Government thought that the 
Government feared to assert the authority of 
Parliament they were making a grave mistake. 
Members of the Government might fall in that 
task, but it was their duty to carry on, and 
others would be ready to take their place. 

Having referred to the occupation of hotels 
and the destruction of property, the President 
mentioned that in an ambush in Leix General 
Collivet and four other officers were killed. The 
twenty-five men who took part in the ambush 
surrendered almost immediately and screamed 
for mercy. Genera] Colling interrogated these 
men, and not a single one of them fired a shot 
against the English during the fighting. The 
policy of the irregulars seemed to be to sunder 
the arteries of the nation. 

Valuable mansions had been burned, and that 
policy could only have the effect of driving the 
wealthy classes out of the country, with con- 
sequent loss to the nation. In one mansion the 
Book of Lismore and numerous other valuable 
manuscripts were sprinkled with petrol and 
would have been burned but for the arrival of 
national troops. The action which was being 
taken by the Government. was solely and 
entirely with the intention of restoring order 
and protecting property and seeing that the law 
of the nation was obeyed. 

Having dealt with the order given in Kerry to 
snipe at British destroyers, the firing on British 
naval parties in Queenstown and Castletown- 
bere, and the attempt of Mr. Erskine Childers 
to cut the Atlantic cables at Valentia, Mr. Cos. 
grave declared that these breaches of the truce 
were deliberately committed with the object of 
bringing back the British. 

This nation (continued Mr. Cosgrave), which 
had struggled so long against foreign aggres- 
sion, would not submit to an His minority 
that was making war upon it. During that long 
and bitter struggle Ireland’s code of honour was 
held by Irishmen dearer than life, and no politi- 
‘cal advantage could be respected unless it were 
won with honour. It was an imputation and a 
stain on the nationa] honour that these breaches 
of the truce should be committed. (Hear, hear.) 
They must remember when there was talk of 
peace what was meant when people signed their 
names to documents of this kind. They de- 
manded no concession which could not be given 
with honour. 

“We insist upon the people's rights,” said the 
President. ‘‘ We are the custodians of the 
rights of the people, and we ‘shall not hesitate 
to protect them. (Hear, hear.) We are willing 
to come to a peaceful understanding with those 
in arms,, but it must be on a definite basis. We 
want peace with England on the terms of the 
Treaty, and we will not tolerate any armed 
interference with that peace. 


GREAT LOSSES. 


“Apart from the question of the honour of 


the nation, we are satisfied that we stand to. 


lose inéomparably less from any internal opposi- 
tion than from any re-conqnest by Britain. 
Last December Ireland was in a position of 
great power, and foreign nations expressed satie- 
faction with the settlement. For a short period 
there was a boom in trade and business. The 
action of the opposition destroyed that boom 
and damaged the reputation of the nation. The 
state of things that existed in December must 
be restored.”" (Hear, hear.) 

Great losses had been inflicted upon the 
mation by the opposition, and it would be 
many years before the damage was repaired. 
Great as was the damage, it was less than 
the injury done by centuries of domination in 
this country. Very hard work lay before the 
Parliament of the nation, and he hoped that 
with the active and cordial co-operation . and 
assistance of the various sections which made 
up the community, it would be possible to re- 
store the nation, not alone to the position in 
which it was at the time of the signing of the 
Treaty, but even to restore all that the Treaty 
implied. 

There would be no excuse in the future for 
the Irish nation if it did not accept its proper 
place, and develop the resources of the country. 
(Hear. hear.) Biame could not be any longer 
placed upon the British; for anything done they 
in Ireland alone should accept the responsibility. 
That Parliament and that Government of tle 
people was irom the people and of the people, 
and it expected to receive that support which 
was essential to Government and Parliament. 

They must all realise their responsibility, 
not to one section or the other, but to the 
nation; and they must seek to make the ad- 
ministration of this country and the business 
of Parliament, something worthy of the ple. 
The Army and the police force must be efficient; 
tie Courts of Law must command the respect 
of the people and the Government must re- 
suscitate the Gaelic spirit and Gaelic civilisa- 
tion for which they had long been fighting. 
(Hear, hear.)

Mr. Cosgrave—I meant to put it the other 


way. 

Mr. O’Shannon—There was no bombardment 
of the Four Courts until property had been 
seized. The common people were not con- 
sidered sgrlong as certain persons got good jobs. 


APPROVAL, 


Mr. Sears moved: '' That the House approves 
of the action the Government have taken, and 
is taking, to assert and vindicate the authority 
of Parliament. 

Mr. Johnson said that when Mr. O’Shannon 
suggested a motion disapproving of the Presi- 
dent’s statement the Speaker ruled it out of 
order, | 

Mr. Sears pointed out that the questions 
answered by the President were not directly 
raised by the Labour members, but by persons 
outside in terms of ambushes and burnings. 
The real question troubling the country was 
that dealt with by the President. The people 
looked to Parliament to take a decided attitude 
regarding the policy of frightfulness that was 
driving the country to ruin. 

Mr. Lyons (Labour) asked whether the Go- 
vernment gave facilities to the members of the 
anti-Treaty Party in the way .of guarantees 
that if they entered Parliament they would 
not be arrested, and whether jt offered to 
release the members who were in prison. 

Mr. O'Higgins (Minister of Home Affairs’ 
agreed with Mr. O’Shannon that they should get 
rid of humbug and get down to realities. The 
principal reahty with which Parliament was 
faced was the object for which it came into 
being—the establishment of a State in accor- 
dance with a Constitution under the Treaty. 
Another reality which they had to face was that 
basic principles were challenged, and until they 
were vindicated there would be no democratic 
institution in Ireland. He thought he was a 
better democrat than Mr. O’Shannon, because 
he believed in the rule of all the people, whereas 
he was inclined to think that Mr. O’Shannon 
believed in the rule of a section of the people. 

Mr. O’Shannon—No, no. 

Mr. O'Higgins declared that until the prin- 
ciple of representative Government was estab- 
lished and acknowledged, they could not get on 
with their Parliament, and the principle of re- 
presentative Government was gravely challenged 
in the country. To say that the people had 
no right to do wrong was a clever epigram, but 
who was to decide whether the people were 
doing wrong? The thing that mattered most 
to that Parliament was whether it was going to 
be a mere talking shop, or whether its writ ran 
in the country. It had to decide whether *t 
was going to give its full support to the Govern- 
ment it had elected. They had been asked about 
unemployment. Surely, the fact that made 
most for unemployment at present was that 
there was no credit in the country, and until 
normal conditions were established unemploy- 
ment would go on increasing, and no man or 
no Government could stop it. (Hear, hear). 

The position with regard to the prisoners was 
that any man who signed a simple statement 
that he recognised the supremacy of the Par- 
liament elected by the peuple and his release 
was ordered, especially in the early steges of 
the fighting, almost automatically. 

Mr. O’Shannon asked whether the Derry pri- 
soners in Kilhainham, who signed the form re- 
ferred to, had been released. 


POSITION OF PRISONERS. 


Mr. O'Higgins said that he was sure that the 
Minister of Defence would be glad to give a 
full explanation regarding the Derry prisoners. 
As regards the position of prisoners generally, 
ha instanced the ease of one of three Dublin 
men, who were taken prisoners at Athenry and 
lodged in Galway Jail. This prisoner signed a 
statement, and stated that he had never any 
connection with the irregulars. While he was 
awaiting what he considered his automatic 
release this man wrote a letter to a friend in 
Dublin in which he said he was wondering 
where they could get guns when they got out, 
as they wanted to talk to a few bank managers 
and railway clerks. 

That letter was typical, and it contained the 
embodiment of disintegration that was proceed- 
ing throughout the country, and if they did not 
face the facts now there would be no democratic 
Irish State, and the nation would go down in 
chaos, anarchy, and futility. Let them face the 
big things; let them get a fair grip of this 
fever-stricken land. They must face the big 
fact, whether the people shall rule or whether 
a clique of pseudo-intellectuals shall rule by 
force of the gun. He thought that there might 
have been a more emphatic endorsement of the 
very grave steps that had been taken by the 
Government, and if they had not been taken 
that Parliament could not have met. 

They had every reason to believe that in the 
steps that they had taken they had anticipated 
by a few hours the etriking of a blow that 
would have brought back the British, horse, 
foot, and artillery. They acted as they were 
bound to act, and they interpreted their oath 
as meaning that they intended to do the best 
for their country according to circumstances. 

They wanted to function as the Government 
strictly responsible to all the people, but they 
wanted it to be a real Parliament and to see 
that the things they decided were carried out; 
but they did not want to have outside Parlia- 
ment an armed body saying, “Not so, but 
otherwise.” 'They wanted to put the people in 
the saddle, and put into their hands the ad- 
ministration of their own affairs, the making of 
their own laws, and the regulation of their own 
development. He believed that the men sent 
there as Labour representatives had a sound 
sense and true instinct of nationality, and he 
knew that the men that sent them would not 
wish them to indulge in mere carping criticism 
towards a Government that was honestly striv- 
ing to establish the sovereignty of the people. 
(Applause.) | 

Mr. Davin (Labour) stated that they were 
prepared to put the Treaty into operation. If 
the gradual collapse of local government went 
on in the country the work of recgnstruction 
would become impossible.

EXCURSION TRAIN STOPPED. 


Six hundred excursionists who left London- 
derry on Sunday for Dungloe and. Burtonport 
were “held ur” near Dunfanaghy Road 
Station. Early in the morning the rails at this 
point were torn up by a party of about fifty 
irregulars, and in consequence the train could 
not proceed further. The excursionists had to 
remain in the countryside during the day, meny 
of them going without food. | 

[It appears that about 2 o'clock on Sunday 
morning a party of fifty men surrounded the 
gatehouse on the Burtonport extension line, 
occupied by a ganger, named McGeeghan, who 
is in charge of the permanent way between 
Dunfanaghy Road and Falcanagh. Abt the re- 
volver roint they compelled him to hand over 
all the permanent way tools and implements 
which he had in his hut, and after warning him 
not to leave the place or he would be shot, 
they decamped., 

When the excursionists, who travelled under 
the auspices of the Emerald Harps, Derry, were 
nearing Dunfanaghy Road the train crew re- 
ceived intimation that all the telegraph wires 
north of Creeslough had been cut, and all the 
staff instruments destroyed. The vanvyer, 
McGeeghan, who had meantime escaped, with 
the aid of a flag, signalled the train to stop. 
It was then discovered that a short distance 
further on two lengths of rail had heen lifted 
and, with the sleepers, thrown into Lake 
Angher.

THE COST OF LIVING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. . 

Sixr,—It is useless for the ordinary man In 
the street to attempt to criticise the Govern- 
ment’s cost of living report without having the 
evidence upon which it was based. The cause 
of| most of the present Labour discontent, in- 
cluding the Post Office strike, 1s that, so far 
as the published figures go, they show that 
prices in Ireland as a whole are enormously 
lower than in Dublin. 

It is well known to the Government and to 
the unfortunate citizens ot Dublin that they are 
the victims of artificial high prices. Retail 
prices bear no relation whatever to market 
prices—a study of your market reports day by 
day reveals this. The Government -contains 
members who should know this through their 
business. However just it may be to regulate 
wages in the country by the cost of living index 
number, it is unfair to apply such an index 
to Dublin. It would he equally unfair to ask 
the Government to get out a special cost of 
living index number for Dublin, as that would 
simply mean that the Government would 
compel the taxpayer to support the bloated 
"“profiteers ” through the wage-earners. 

This strike is disastrous and unfortunate. I 
am not a postal official! or interested in any 
way, but I think that the real evil<loers 
are the shopkeepers and the factors’ rings. Let 
the Government get at the real enemy. Let 
them insist on fair prices in Dublin. Let them 
hold an inquiry into the market system, and 
tell the people the truth about high prices here. 
The nation will then be able to judge who are 
the culprits, who is reaHy at the bottom of all 
the discontent—not the employers, harassed by 
high costs: not the worker, harassed by high 
prices: but the sleek and silent “ profiteer ” 
operating in the markets and in the shops.—

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HON. ROBERT FRANCIS BOYLE. 


Vice-Aaimira!l the Hon. Robert Francis Boyle, 
R.N., M.V.O., died suddenly from heart failure 
yesterday morning, at Harewood House, York- 
shire, where he was the guest of Lord Hare- 
wood. 

Vice-Admiral Boyle, who was born on Decem- 
ber 12, 1863, was third son of the fifth. Earl 
of Shannom, of Castle Martyr, County Cork, 
and of his first wife, Lady Blanche Emma 
Lascelles, third daughter of the third Earl of 
Harewood. He married in 1899 Cerise, second 
daughter of Sir C, Champion-de-Crespigny, and 
had issue two sons and two daughters. - He 
entered the Navy in 1877, and had a brilliant 
record, attaining the rank of Lieutenant in 
1886, Commander 1897, Captain 1903, and Vice- 
Admiral, retired, in 1919. He served with dis- 
tinction in Egypt in 1882 (medal, Khédive’s 
bronze star) and West Africa in 1894 (wounded, 
mentioned in despatches, and awarded medal 
and clasp). 


MR. WILFRID SCAWEN BLUNT, 


Mr. Wilfrid Scawen Blunt, the well known 
traveller and author, died at mid-day on Sun- 
dav at Shipley, near Horsham, aged 82. He 
had been in failing health for some time, and 
became worse on Friday. Formerly in the 
Diplomatic Service he retired in 1869, and in 
that year married Lady Anne Noel, daughter 
of the first Earl of Lovelace, who died in 
Cairo in 1917. Mr. Blunt’s books dealing with 
Eastern politics created a stir, as also did his 
writings upon Egypt and the Egyptian situa- 
tion in the daily Press. He favoured Egyptian 
self-covernment. 3 

He was arrested in Ireland for calling a meet- 
ing in a proclaimed district in 1887, and in the 
following year was imprisoned two months in 
Galway and Kilmainham Jails. Mr. Blunt 
owned a famous stud of Arabian horses, which 
he sold in 1913.
